What may become "one of the greatest services the Club has ever performed for its Members" 
is currently under serious consideration, according to a special announcement this week by 
Secretary-Treasurer JOSEPH J, WURZEL. 

This service involves the possible adoption by the Club of one or both of two group 
insurance plans: A - Group Accident and Sickness Insurance, and B - Group Life Insurance. 
Under terms being offered the Club, Members may secure benefits which are actually unobtainable 
elsewhere’ The plans may be of special interest to free-lance writers, self-employed Members 
or retired correspondents. 

"I want to urge and recommend that every Member study these plans," WURZEL said. "The 
Board of Governors, which approved a preliminary survey, obviously has no commercial interest 
in either plan; we are solely concerned with offering the possibilities of real service to 
Club Members."
